Des Plaines man 
drowns sell in 
Shagbark Lake 


The body of George Hixon, 60, 
1375 Whitcomb ave., Des Plaines, 
was found in Shagbark Lake Mon­ 
day morning about 7:15 o’clock by 
.P eter M. Berry, 1401 Des Plaines, 
operator of the lake. A coroner’s 
jury 
Tuesday 
morning 
gave 
a verdict of “suicide white tem por­ 
arily insane due to 
despondency 
over illness.” 
Funeral services were held at 
the Oehler Home for Funerals, on 
Wednesday afternoon at 2 o’clock, 
w ith the Rev. Phillip T. Bohi in 
charge. Interm ent was made at 
Ridgewood with the Masonic Lodge 
having charge of the ritual at the 
grave. 
According to the testimony at the 
Inquest, Mr. Hixon had been ill for 
about five years and felt that he 
could not be cured. He had threat­ 
ened to take his life 
over a year 
ago. 
Saturday evening his wife 
saw him about IO p. rn. and sup­ 
posed th a t he had gone to bed. 
However on Sunday morning the 
fam ily discovered about 7:30 that 
he had not slept in his bed and re­ 
ported to the police he wras miss­ 
ing. All efforts to locate him failed 
until Monday morning Mr. Berry 
in going down to the lake discov­ 
ered a m an’s body floating in the 
w ater about 30 feet from shore. He 
called police who then discovered 
th at the body was th at of Mr. Hix­ 
on. He evidently had gone there 
some time Saturday night and en­ 
tered the large gate to grounds sur­ 
rounding the lake and 
had then 
taken his life. Mr. Berry says the 
lake is 14 feet deep 
at certain 
points.—Des Plaines Journal.

Former Palatine principal 
‘comes back homef

William L. Smyser, well known 
Chicago educator and 
for many 
years principal 
of the 
Palatine 
school system in the early 1890’s, 
was buried at 
Hillside 
cemetery 
Tuesday afternoon, following ser-J 
vices at the 
Danielsen 
funeraf 
home. 


Mr. Smyser, who retired a few 
years ago, had been 
a Chicago 
school principal for thirty years, 
having taken an active part in the 
developing and building up of sev­ 
eral schools on the northwest side. 
Mr. Smyser entered the Chicago 
school 
system following several 
years as principal of the Palatine 
schools and later as superintendent 
of the then newly organized Maine 
Township high school. 
W. L. Smyser made a lasting 
impression on the young people of 
Palatine during his many years as 
their adviser and no man ever did 
more for the youth of Palatine than 
he. 
Keenly interested in sports and 
a good athlete himself, Mr. Smyser 
introduced football to Palatine and 
the teams which he produced and 
played on won undying fame in 
the football history of that era. 
He 
also 
encouraged 
baseball 
among the high school boys and 
developed many good teams. But 
win or lose it w’as the fine spirit of 
sportsmanship that he always en­ 
couraged that won him the admir­ 
ation and respect of his boys. 
During his tenure in the Pala­ 
tine schools “Jack Smyser” as he 
w'as affectionately 
called by his 
youngsters, was a power for every­ 
thing that stood for cleanliness and 
good sportsmanship. 


He didn’t like to see “his boys” 
smoke and years after he was out 
of Palatine if he would meet one 
of his old boys (now' grown to man­ 
hood) and that “boy” happened to 
he smoking a cigar or a cigarette, 
he would “chuck” it in the pres­ 
ence of “Jack.” 
What greater tribute to a man’s 
lasting influence than that. 
With the passing of W. L. Smy­ 
ser, education has lost a powerful 
w orker and true sportsmanship has 
lost an ardent friend and advocate. 
But a man is gone whose deeds 
and principles will live forever in 
the minds of those wdio knew him 
and respected him as he did his 
humble best to start them on the 
right road of life.

Mr. Smyser was 
born Febru­ 
ary 28, 1866, in Wellsville, Pa. His 
death Saturday at the St. Francis 
Hospital, Evanston, followed a long 
illness. Surviving him besides his 
wife Matilda, are a daughter, Mrs. 
Howard Van Dyke, and a grand­ 
daughter, Corrine. 
Following many years at Pala­ 
tine nigh school which wras the only 
high school northwest of Chicago, 
Mr. Smyser was the first principal 
of Maine Township high school and 
later w ent to Portage Park, Edison 
Park, Onahan, Farnsw'orth, Hitch 
and Prussing. He retired in 1935 
following 30 years of service as 
principal and teacher in schools in 
the northwest area. 
The following is a tribute and 
further biographical material pre­ 
pared by a friend of the family: 
^ In the passing of William Lynn 
Smyser the community loses one 
of its most respected and most be­ 
loved citizens. He is probably best 
known for the many years spent 
as an educator of young people. As 
a young man, just graduated from 
Gettysburg College, Pennsylvania, 
he came to Illinois 
to begin his 
chosen life work. In 1902 he be­ 
came the first principal of Maine 
Township high school and organiz­ 
ed that school. His personality wras 
felt not only in scholarly lines but 
also in the promotion 
of good 
sportsmanship among the students. 
Having been actively engaged in 
his college days in ‘ baseball and 
football^ he follow'ed these with in­ 
terest. Through his influence those 
associated with him played a clean­ 
er game. Thus in every activity in 
which he wras engaged his purpose 
was always to uplift. Ju st a few 
years ago he wTas retired from the 
Chicago School System with hon­ 
ors befitting his years of unselfish 
service, years of character building 
of those young people who were 
fortunate enough to have had him 
for an advisor and friend in the 
formative years of their lives. 
A fter making Des Plaines his 
home in 1902, Mr. Smyser imme­ 
diately became active in the w'ork 
of the Congregational Church, serv­ 
ing in various capacities of Sunday 
school teacher, sunerintendent, dea­ 
con and moderator. He wras espec­ 
ially fond of singing, and having 
been a member of his College Glee 
club, soon became one of the most 
faithful members of the choir of 
which he was an active member 
until his death on July 26. From 
everyone who knew 
him is con­ 
stantly heard, “ He was a good 
man.” Surely of him, if of any­ 
one in this community, may be 
said, “Thou has been a good and 
faithful servant.” 
This year w*as a very special one 
for “W.L.” for he returned to his 
Alma Mater to celebrate the fif­ 
tieth alumni reunion of his class. 
Here, on the occasion of the sing­ 
ing of the college choir a beauti­ 
ful little tribute wras w ritten by 
his wife and presented to him on 
that day. 
50th Reunion 
Over the broad green prairies,

Welcoming those who have roamed.

New law sets up 
four-year training 
teaching requirement 


The Teachers’ Certification Bill, 
Collins-Garman House Bill 392, re­ 
cently signed by Governor Green, 
sets up four years of college train­ 
ing with specialized preparation 
for teaching, or two years of spec­ 
ial college training and passing of 
a special examination, as basic re­ 
quirements for public school teach­ 
ing in Illinois, according to Presi­ 
dent Karl L. Adams of Northern 
Illinois State Teachers College who 
is chairman of the Illinois Educa­ 
tion 
Association 
Committee 
on 
Teacher Training. This new law’, 
he says, w’ill apply only to teachers 
entering the profession after July 


I, 1943. 
“This legislation will raise lead 
er education standards in 111. abo\ 
those of other states,” he declare 
“It should be borne in mind th: 
these certification requirements ai 
not retroactive. That is, persor 
wdio have teaching certificates 
force at the time this law goes im 
effect will be able to use those ce 
ti Acates and to renew them und< 
the conditions set up for their n 
newral, and the conditions set up b 
the new lawr will apply only I 
those certificates issued after Jul 
I, 1943.” 
The tw’o-year course offered I 
the teachers colleges of Illinois f< 
the certificate to teach in grade ar 
rural schools will be offered for ti 
last time to enrollees this fall, s 
that no graduations from the tw< 
year course will take place aft< 
summer 1943.

You get a break at 
Camp Roberts 


This is the second letter this de­ 
partment has received from Camp 
Roberts. The writer is a Palatine 
boy and two of his pals are with 
him. They have good eats, a good 
colonel and such movie celebrities 
as Kay Kyser and his orchestra, 
Marlene Dietrich, etc. No wonder 
Francis writes a glowing letter to 
Roy I^aLonde, through whose kind­ 
ness the letter reaches the editor’s 
desk. 
Camp Robert, Calif., July 13 
Dear Roy: 
I’m pretty well situated now and 
FII try to give you a panorama of 
this army. 
The first week was all physical 
and mental examinations pius a 
four day and night train ride out 
here. They sent me about as far 
from home as 
possible without 
sending me out of the country. 
They set up our reveiie from 
5:10 to 5:40 a. rn. because of the 
heat during the day. This way we 
get through several hours sooner. 
Every dav they warn us about the 
sun, telling us ifs nothing like the 
sun in Illinois. They almost insist­ 
ed that we wear sun glasses. I took 
mine with me and was dam glad 
I did. 
In February this camp was so 
bad they wore hip boots around. 
Now’ even the largest river is dry. 
They used to have plenty of rattle 
snakes during the w’et season. We 
w’ere warned about them but we 
haven’t seen any as yet, however, 
many have been killed up to this 
time. 
This is supposed to be one of the 
better camps in the country. 
It 
has a capacify 
of about 65,000 
men. The food is plenty good and 
the fact that the weather cools off 
each night and morning making it 
restful at night doesn’t make it a 
bad camp. Of course, ifs situated 
way out from nowhere and it is an 
ideal site for training the infantry 
because it is set in a valley and 
the hills are good conditioners for 
the legs. Wow’! 
San Francisco is about 200 miles 
north and Los Angeles 175 miles 
south. Unless you can get to one of 
those places on a w’eek-end you 
you might as well stay in camp. 
They have two small towns about 
five and fifteen miles from here, but 
they were built up since the camp 
came and all they want you to do 
is leave your 
money with them 
without any return. I fs funny but 
when you wrear that uniform out of 
camp you have tw’o strikes against 
you. Every girl you see is scared 
to death of you. Every place you 
go into the proprietor has the idea 
that you have 
a pocket 
full of 
money with you and the sooner he 
takes it, the happier you will be. 
On top of that near camp there are 
two military policemen for every 
soldier. 
The army at least treats you 
like a soldier, the civilians treat you 
like you are out on parole. 
We have a pretty fair Colonel in 
charge of our Battalion. 
He in­ 
sists on the most human treatment 
possible by his officers. He said he 
insists they lead us, not drive us, 
and that’s a pretty good picture of 
the way we are treated. I’ve heard 
a lot of different stories from sol­ 
diers, but it all depends upon the 
men in charge of you. They all 
have individual policies. 
Except for the heat it really isn’t 
bad. 
We went on several seven 
and eight mile hikes, carry 30 lbs. 
packs and a rifle. They will get to 
be 20 mile ones near the end. They 
usually look for a shade tree when 
ifs time to rest. Of course this is 
good military practce as well as 
being human, too. 
How ie Krambier sleeps right next 
to me. Becky is a few’ barracks 
away. All the boys 
in here are 
from Illinois w’hich makes it bet­ 
ter. We get along fine, help one 
another whenever necessary. 
We run faster for mail call than 
wre do for chow. This morning an 
Illinois car stopped outside and the 
fellows flewr out of here like the 
place was on fire. 
From now7 on we will be drilling 
and marching from 6:00 a. rn. till 
11:30 a. rn., also an hour or so in 
the afternoon. 
We are pretty good at marching 
and handling the rifle (haven’t shot 
it yet). We have had bayonetting 
and hand grenade throwing. 
We 
can also take that new’ gas rifle 
that got' so much publicity, apart 
and put .it together. They give you 
just so much time and instruction 
for everything. If you don’t get it, 
it’s just too bad. Of course, some 
of the fellows will never be able 
to march in step no matter how’ 


long they drill them. 
I’m pretty long w inded you know 
it? Well ifs Sunday afternoon and 
not much to do so I might as W’ell 
bore you. 
So far I haven’t had any extra 
duty to speak of. Some of the boys 
got kitchen duty for letting their 
rifles slip on the ground during 
inspection. 
The temperature 
has been as 
high as 115 degrees out here. 
What gets me is the newspapers 
out here. One paper comes in with 
the headline Germany 
has about 
mopped up in Russia and five min­ 
utes later you see a headline that 
says Russia has stopped the Ger­ 
mans for a week. You would never 
know7 Chicago existed. Of course 
I wouldn’t want to read about the 
Cubs right now7, but I would like to 
know about the rest of the major 
league. 
Lights out here at 9:00 p. rn., 
usually everybody is in bed by then 
but you don’t have to be in bed til 
10:30. 
They have a recreation hall for 
each area. They have magazines, 
writing tables, ping pong, cards, 
piano, checkers, etc. Every Wed­ 
nesday night the company puts on 
a show7 with local talent.* I fs n ot! 
bad. 
Last week we had an afternoon j 
off. Kay Kyser, his orchestra, M ar-s 
lene iDetrich and five or six other 
stars put on a three hour show. It 
was plenty good even though w7e 
had to sit in the hot sun to watch 
it. The stars were nice to the sol­ 
diers, they stood around giving au­ 
tographs and letting the boys snap 
pictures for quite a w hile. 
We stay here 
13 weeks, then 
move out. The last boys out of 
here moved down the road 40 miles, 
so it doesn’t look like FII get placed 
any closer to home. 
Ju st so I 
don’t go to Iceland. 
Picking a soldier for what he is 
best fitted to do seems to be a joke. 
Here in the infantry we have a 
lawyer, 
optometrist, 
carpenters, 
college 
boys, 
farm ers, 
etc. 
It 
doesn’t look like they do much as­ 
sembling. 
Well enough of this stuff. Bd sure 
be glad to hear from a fellow7 like 
you if you could ever find time to 
W’rite a line.

this fruit, the A & P Tea Company 
announced today. 
Harvey Baum, general manager 
of A & P’s produce-buying affiliate, 
the Atlantic Commission Company,

DES PLAINES CONSIDERS 
POSSIBLE CITY GARAGE 


The Des Plaines city council last 
week gave expression 
to 
their 
thoughts of a city owned and oper­ 
ated garage to take care of the 
repair and upkeep of all city trucks 
and vehicles. Such a measure would 
save repair expense and cost of 
gasoline, now being purchased at 
various stations 
throughout 
the 
city. 


The amount of old-age and sur­ 
vivors insurance benefits to which 
a retired worker or members of his 
family w ill be entitled depends on 
his average monthly wage. As a 
rule, his average monthly 
wage 
can be figured by adding up all 
the wages paid to him in jobs cov­ 
ered by old age and survivors in­ 
surance from the time the system 
began on January I, 1937, up to the 
quarter in which he files a claim for 
benefits and then 
dividing 
this 
amount by the number of months 
between those two dates. 
(This 
general rule has special provisions 
affecting Workers who were under 
age 22 when the system began, or 
who had already reached the age 
of 65 before January I, 1939.) 
As an example, take the case of 
a man, w-hom we will call James 
Martin. 
He reached 65 years of 
age and filed a claim for benefits on 
July 2, 1940. He had been working 
off and on since January I, 1937. 
When he worked, he sometimes 
made SI50 a month, sometimes $200 
a month, and sometimes amounts 
in between those figures. When all 
his wages in jobs covered by this 
system, from January I, 1937, to 
July I, 1940, were added up, they 
amounted to $6,300. The number 
of months which had elapsed dur­ 
ing that time was 42. The m an’s 
average monthly wage, determined 
by dividing $6,300 by 42, amounted 
to $150. 
How Monthly Retirement 
Benefits Are Computed 
After the average monthly wage 
is 
determined, 
the 
amount 
of 
monthly retirem ent benefits is fig­ 
ured as follows: 
(a) 40 percent of the first $50 
of average monthly wage, plus 
(b) IO percent of the next $200 
of average monthly wage, plus 
(c) I percent of the sum of (a) 
and ( b ) multiplied by the number 
of years during which the worker 
was paid $200 or more in covered 
employment. 
As an example, let’s go back to 
Jam es M artin’s case. 
He had an

Careful Study of 
Pastures Urged to 
Prevent Poisoning 


Costly plant poisoning of animals 
in many Illinois areas may be pre­ 
vented by a careful study of the 
pastures and fields to determine the 
presence of poisonous weeds, ac­ 
cording to animal pathologists of 
the University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 
lf poisonous plants are found, 
preventing loss of animals is a 
problem of pasture 
and animal 
management. 
If plant poisoning 
develops, prompt assistance from 
the veterinarian is essential for its 
diagnosis and treatment, the path­ 
ologists said. 
It was explained that some plants 
cause death in nursing calves, 
while visible symptoms are not ob­ 
served in the cows. The symptoms 
include incoordination, pain, dif­ 
ficult breathing, walking in circles, 
blindness and inability 
to stand. 
Poisonous plants may kill calves in 
a few hours. 
Assistance in identifying plant 
specimens is available through the 
agronomy department of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. Properly labeled 
specimens may be sent to the de­ 
partment by parcel post or deliver­ 
ed in person for identification. 
Occurrence of plant poisoning 
varies in different 
seasons, the 
ologists 
said. 
The 
fact 
that 
losses from plant poisoning have 
not occurred in certain pastures is 
no guarantee that the pastures are 
free from such plants or that plant 
poisoning losses may not occur. On 
the other hand, poisonous plants 
have been recognized in certain pas­ 
tures for many years before ani­ 
mals were poisoned. 
Since such poisonous plants as 
whorled 
milkweed 
and 
deadly 
nightshade may grow in hay fields 
or open pastures, it Is even import­ 
ant to examine the hay fields be­ 
fore cutting the hay in order to 
determine the presence or absence 
of poisonous weeds. If hay contain­ 
ing poisonous plants is cut for win­ 
ter feeding, symptoms 
of plant 
poisoning may occur 
in animals 
during the winter months. 
Hay 
purchased for feeding purposes 
should likewise be 
examined to 
eliminate the danger of plant pois­ 
oning, the pathologists said.

IVi cups sifted all-purpose flour 
3 tsp. baking powder 
Vt tsp. salt 
I cup milk 
I tsp. vanilla 
Cream the shortening, add the sugar and cream until fluffy. Add 
the unbeaten eggs, 
one at a time, beating well after each addition. 
You see, this saves 
an extra bowl for beating the eggs . . . and it 
allows you to work 
up a little muscle in your arm. 
Now sift the flour, baking powder and salt together 
and 
add to 
the creamed mixture alternately with the milk. Add the vanilla with 
the last addition of the milk. 
Line Pan With Paper 
Pour into an 8x12 inch pan prepared as follows . . . first grease 
the bottom of the pan. Then lay a sheet of paper across tho bottom 
. . . wide enough to cover most of it. It should be long enough, too, to 
go down the side of the pan, across the bottom and up the other side. 
in this way there will be paper sticking up from the pan on two sides. 
Removing Cake From Pan 
When the cake is done and you are ready to take it from the pan 
. . . first loosen it at the two sides not covered with paper. Take hold 
of the two strips of paper on the sides and lift the cake from the pan 
onto your cake cooling rack. 
Adding the Icing and Filling 
Now pour a little more than half of the cake batter into the pan. 
Cover with half of the chocolate-coconut mixture . . . then add the 
rest of the batter. 
Put into a moderate oven, 350° F. and bake 45 to 50 minutes. 
When the cake is done, remove from oven, cover it immediately 
with the rest of the chocolate-coconut mixture.
